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BRIDGE CONSTRUCTION 


—— 


Among the money bylaws to be sub- 
mitted to the burgesses of the city, two 
come under the heading of bridge con- 
struction. Together they provide for 
the expenditure of $100,000, all the 
money to be used in replacing and re- 
pairing existing structures on main 
arteries of traffic. - 

The bridge on 102nd avenue at 131ist 
street, and that on 82nd street at Rat 
Creek ravine have served their term, 
and it is proposed to tear these down 
and replace them, while the Mill Creek 
bridge requires re-flooring. It is im- 
portant in the interests of public safety 
that these two bylaws be ratified. 


INDUSTRIAL EDMONTON 


Residents of Edmonton will find 
cause for satisfaction as they read the 
results of the industrial survey of the 
city that has been completed by the 
joint industries committee. 

The report shows that the products 
of Edmonton industrial concerns for the 
last year totalled $34,507,642; that the 
208 firms have a capital investment run- 
ning to $17,284,124; that nearly 6,000 
men and women are employed in these 
enterprises, to whom wages were paid 
amounting to $6,122,446; and that raw 
materials used in these plants repre- 
sented a value of $22,971,024. 

Increases were shown for the year 
in the number of firms operating, the 
total capital employed, the number 
of employees, the wages paid, the out- 
put, and the amount of raw materials 
used. This is a picture of the propor- 
tions of Edmonton’s industrial develop- 
ment, and of the further progress that 
is being made, which deserves the at- 
tention of all who are interested in the 
welfare of the city. 

Edmonton is already an important 
industrial centre, and the position it has 
attained carries the assurance that it 
is fated to be the outstanding manufac- 
turing city between Winnipeg and Van- 
couver. Edmonton people have never 
doubted its industrial future, but they 
may well be surprised at the figures 
which set forth its industrial present. 


TARIFF PREFERENCES TABOO 


Mr. Baldwin, leader of the Conserv- 
atives in Great Britain, explains in the 
course of an interchange with Lord 
Beaverbrook that he approves the, prin- 
ciple of Imperial preferences but that he 
very definitely disapproves the idea of 
creating such preferences by imposing 
a tariff upon foreign food stuffs enter- 
ing Britain. 

Premier MacDonald has said the 
same thing on behalf of the Labor 
Government. It may be taken that 
Mr. Bennett's proposal has been 
formally and definitely ruled out so 
far as Great Britain is concerned. 
These are the only two parties actuazlv 
competing at present for power in the 
ona lands, And, for the matter of that, 
Mr. Lloyd George and his Libera! fol- 
lowers are also pledged to fight any food 
tax proposal on sight. 

As matters stand, whatever the Im- 
perial conference may do, one thing it 
will not do is formulate a reciprocal 
scheme of tariff preferences with Great 
Britain included. And what it seems 
most likely to do is to arrange a system 
of preferences under which Britain will 
undertake to buy a fixed proportion of 
imported wheat and other commodities 
from the dominions. That has been 
suggested by both the Labor Govern- 
ment and the Conservative leader. The 
dominion representatives, it is to be sup- 
posed, and hoped, would agree to a plan 
of the kind, since the important thing 
is that preferences be created, not the 
methcd by which they are created, 


WHY NOT FARM JUBS? 

Amid all the talk about creating 
work for idle men, and all the projecting 
of to that end, not much attention 
is being paid to the possibility of re- 
establishing the western farmer as an 
employer of labor. 

Governments and municipal councils 
are spending millions of public money 
to provide temporary relief for men 
mostly in cities, who cannot find em- 
ployment in the usual way. Railways 
and industrial concerns are being urged 
to speed up construction programs and 


——— 


increase factory output for the like 
pose. The idea that the farmer might 
take a hand in solving the unemploy- 
ment problem permanently is under 
heavy discount, if not altogether ig- 
nored. 
Yet not many years ago the western 
farms absorbed the surplus labor supply 
of the cities in times like these. It was 
then a fact, and accepted as a fact, that 
when work became scarce in town an 
indefinite number of men could find a 
living by taking to the country and 
securing farm jobs. 

Of late years that situation has 
tended to reverse. Wheat farming has 
displaced mixed farming, even in central 
Alberta, and machinery has _ been 
brought into use for the carrying on of 
grain farming. That cut out the need 
of year-round farm hands, and cut down 
the chance for even seasonal employ- 
ment on farms. The farm hand is now 
almost an extinct species in Alberta. 

But wheat growing has fallen upon 
evil times, and with Russia coming 
again to a wheat-exporting basis, the 
outlook is that farm practice in western 
Canada will have to swing back to the 
diversified type. In proportion as it 
does so the farm will again become a 
place of employment of labor. Mixed 
farming means raising and taking care 
of livestock, and that cannot be done by 
machinery. 

If there was enough livestock on 
western farms just now to eat up the 
huge unsaleable feed crop, there would 
be work and wages for thousands of 
men taking care of the stock. If the 
Dominion and provincial governments 
would formulate a scheme to finance 
the replacing of stock on western farms 
they would thereby open up a large 
field of employment which is at present 


closed.

‘The celery which we now use is @ great improve- 
ment over the wild plant.

Henry Welby, the G b Street Hermit, died 
elby, the Gru 4 October 29, 1636. If you 
look up a history of old London you will discover that old Grub Street Say 
in the neighborhood of Cripplegate. Dissertations on the London of anti- 
quity are rather inclined to leave one with a feeling that the whole Metro- 
polis was inhabited by strange mortals. In Grub 
Street you may decide that the strangest of all con- 
gregated, for here gathered the weird mediey of lit- 
erary spirits. Here, it is written, poor hacks of weak 
will and mistaken ambition sat up in bed and scrib- 
bled fulsome dedications to purse proud patrons. 
Here men of genius desperately endeavored to re- 
trieve lost opportunities by satires or ribald attacks 
on men more successful than themselves. Certainly 
the Grub Street garrets were filled with weird in- 
dividuals. In the midst of them, the most extra- 
ordinary of all, sat the Hermit of Grub Street, one 
by name Henry Welby, a gentleman who in an emin- 
ent degree possessed all the qualifications of his cs- 
tate. At the age of 40, owing to an attempt upon his 
life by his brother, he took a house in the celebrated 
thoroughfare, allocated to himself three rooms, and 
to live the life of a hermit, seeing nobody but his serving wo- 
men, and living on the poorest of diet, which he maintained until he died 
44 years later. For servants, or any stranger, he kept a bountiful table 
At Christmas and other festival days, it is said, he had great cheer pro- 
vided, served into his own chamber, when he called for knife, and cutting 
up dish after dish, sent it to the poor neighbors till the table was left 
quite empty. This custom he kept to his dying day. The greater part of 
income he expended in acts of charity. Probably the last thing he 
imagined was that he would become one of the curious figures of old Lon- 
don, to merge into history in companionship with all the other oddities 
of Grub Street; but fame is a precocious sprite, oft-times unconsciously 

wooed in strange ways.
